Practically all of this number are 
evangelical in faith and practice, true 
to the fundamentals of New Testament 
Christianity. Few of the Liberal school 
of theology would find anything to in- 
terest them in these columns. 

You, my Brethern, stand for the 
same granite principles which have 
made the Church the great power in 
the earth, that it has been since its 
birthday at Pentecost. You represent 
the type of men who have built all of 
the large denominations. 

Modernism builds no churches be- 
cause it is negative; it either compro- 
mises, or denies, at every vital point.

The one encouraging sign in the 
present dark hour is the fact that 
there are a few thousand faithful 
Preachers in the United States who 
are now animated by this heroic spirit 
of the ages. 

True, they are not organized into a 
solid mass. Nor do they have many 
avenues through which to express 
themselves in contacting the public 
mind. Persecution is already pinching 
some of them. But they possess a right 
attitude in their hearts. 

There are some things that cannot 
be organized, such as faith, love, 
patriotism, emotion and Christian 
heriosm. Thus it is, with the feeling 
that dominates the suffering ministry 
today; it is a matter of heart attitude, 
a state of mind, a quality of soul. 

So, Brethren, regardless of the ec- 
clesiastical label we wear, or the de- 
nominational badge that we bear upon 
our bosom, let us stand fast, UNITED 
IN PURPOSE, at-one in heart, big 
enough to overlook petty differences, 
resolute on the proposition that regard- 
less of the cost we will be true to our 
convictions. 

For, mark you, this crisis through 
which the Church is passing is world- 
wide. You know very well what Chris- 
tians are enduring right now in Russia 
—millions slaughtered for the Faith 
during the last seventeen years, sur- 


passing even the cruelties endured in 
the days of Nero! The same forces 
that crucified Christ are today trying 
to crucify His Church. 


During the last few months the 
Protestant clergy has been put to the 
extreme test in Germany, according to 
press reports. 

Religious liberty is in jeopardy in 
all parts of the world. Intellectual 
Paganism is carrying whole nations on 
its bosom. 

Here in the United States, this thing 
has not yet taken a turn toward 
physical persecution, although the 
mental torture that some preachers 
are enduring at the hands of the 
Modernistic leaders of their denomi- 
nations is just as intolerant as though 
it was physical, and in some instances 
almost as painful! 

There is an anti-God, anti-Bible, anti- 
Christ attack existing today against 
Christianity in general and Christian 
Believers in particular. And before this 
thing exhausts itself, I predict that it 
will effect the entire world in an at- 
tempt to divert the Gospel stream from 
its true course. 

The holocaust in Russia is only a 
small part of the international con- 
spiracy which exists.

Think of one hundred preachers being 
shot down in cold blood, their nude 
bodies falling into a snow bank, a 
photograph of which appeared in a re- 
cent authentic book written by a man 
who visited Russia in 1930! 

I have no desire to exaggerate in 
looking, with you, into the future. But 
we need to begin to brace ourselves to 
be ready for the inevitable emergency 
which is certain to develop as the spirit 
a continues to fill the 
earth.

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The So-called “Protocol Trial” of Switzerland 


A Letter to the Defender Family from London by Gerald B. Winrod 


I SPENT several hours yester- 
day in the British Museum. In 
addition to the large collection of 
objects assembled in this impos- 
ing structure from many places 
over the earth, the Museum also 
contains a library of several mil- 
lion volumes and manuscripts. 


Many of the books are ancient and 
rare. Among the most famous writ- 
ings to be found anywhere in the Mu- 
seum is that strange compilation of 
twenty-eight documents known as the 
“Protocols of the Wise Men of Zion”. 
The Superintendent of the Library told 
me that he constantly receives inquiries 
from all parts of the world regarding 
this volume which was first published 
in the Russian language in the year 
1905 by the Russian scholar Sergyei 
Aleksandrovich Nilus. 


I was given permission to handle this 
book with my own hands—a book 
which has been called the “Bible of the 
Antichrist.” Its catalogue mark in the 
library is C 37.e.31. 


I was also shown an English trans- 
lation by Mr. Victor Marsden, former 
press agent to the Prince of Wales, 
who was the representative of the Lon- 
don Morning Post in Moscow seventeen 
years ago at the time of the Bolshevick 
revolution. Mr. Marsden regarded the 
Protocols as being authentic and be- 
lieved that they contained the only ra- 
tional explanation for the origin of in- 
ternational Communism. 


It is reliably reported that copies of 
the Protocols were first circulated pri- 
vately within the ranks of the little 
clique of internationalists (who are 
seeking to ruin all Gentile nations) in 
1897, in the French language, 


day that the cause of the depression is 
a mystery. A study of the Protocols 
makes the matter appear less myste- 
rious. 


Persons who have studied deeply in- 
to the subversive influences now at 
work in continental Europe declare that 
a woman delivered a copy of the Pro- 
tocols from the secret archives of the 
conspirators in Paris, to Professor Nil- 
us, who published them in 1905 as a 
warning to the Russian people of the 
impending revolution which was about 
to be launched as a part of the pro- 
gram to uproot the nations. 


The storm hit Russia exactly as Nil- 
us had warned; a Jewish dictatorship 
was set up in Moscow, the Gentile pop- 
ulation was subjected to the most in- 
human treatment, and it became acrime 
punishable by death to own a copy 
of the Protocols. Had Russia heeded 
the warning of Nilus, the world would 
not be cursed with the menace of inter- 
national Bolshevism as we know it to- 
day. 

A Russian preacher here in Europe, 
whom I know quite well was sentenced 
to die in front of a Red firing-squad a 
few years ago because he was found 
possessing a copy of these documents. 
By a miracle he was delivered. He 
later escaped from his native country 
and is today engaged in missionary 
work near the Russian border. 


The copy of the Nilus book which I 
saw yesterday was received by the 
British Museum on August 10, 1906. 
It was purchased by the Museum 
through usual trade channels and there 
was nothing extraordinary about the 
manner in which it reached the shelves 
of England’s greatest library. Next 
to the Bible, it is perhaps the most dis- 


cussed book in the world today. 


The Bern “Trial” 


Swiss Jews recently brought the Pro- 
tocols into international prominence by 
a great publicity stunt which they 
sponsored in the form of a “trial” in 
Bern, Switzerland. By careful planning 
they were able to produce a large 
amount of adverse publicity for those 
who have taken the time and trouble to 
inform themselves regarding what is 
going on behind the scenes in connec- 
tion with world affairs. 


They seized upon the Bern circum- 
stance as an opportunity to discredit 
the Protocols, and millions of people all 
over the world were bewildered by the 
confusing newspaper headlines which 
resulted. But when the history of the 
Bern “trial” is fully known, the whole 
matter takes on an entirely different 
appearance. 


The background of the situation may 
be summed up briefly as follows: 


In the local canton of Bern a law 
has been enacted against the circula- 
tion of literature of a demoralizing or 
degrading character. 


Five Swiss patriots, members of the 
organization known as the “National 
Front”, were arrested under the pro- 
visions of this law for selling the Pro- 
tocols on the streets of Bern. Charges 
were brought against them by two 
plaintiffs—leaders of the local syna- 
gogue of Bern and the Jewish “Union 
of Political Communities of Switzer- 
land.”” This occurred more than a year 
ago. 

Instead of a trial by jury, it was ar- 
ranged that the defendants (who lived 
in poverty and were without funds to 

tend themselves) should be 
tried before a Judge who is

JyESUS foretold that His follow- 
ers would be subjected to the 
cruelest treatment; that they 
would be persecuted, and despised 
by the world; this, in spite of 
their virtue, love for God, and 
righteous way of living. 

This prophecy has been fulfilled 
to the letter, thus confirming 
Him as the Son of God, because 
He knows the end from the be- 
ginning. 

The persecution of the real disciples 
of Jesus Christ has continued and will 
continue until His second coming. The 
Lord stated that in the world the true 
believers would have _ tribulation. 
Especially has this been true the last 
seventeen years of believers in Soviet 
Russia. Since the Bolshevicks have 
gained control there has been a system- 
atic persecution of Christians going 
on day and night in that unfortunate 
land. The Bolshevicks openly boast that 
within the next few years they will 
wipe out every remembrance of God, 
Christ, and Christianity; in_ short 
everything pertaining to religion in 
any form.

In miniature they represent the col- ' 


lective suffering of the masses of 
Christians in Russia. Pitiful as their 
condition appears it is by no means vhe 
extreme depth of physical torture 
endured by many. The first picture was 
taken several years ago, the second 
very recently. At a glance one may see 
the terrific contrast occasioned by the 
cruel hatred of the Bolshevicks against 
these simple-hearted followers of Jes- 
us Christ. 

We are also presenting translations 
of two letters just received from Rus- 
sia which throw additional light upon 
the reason why so complete a trans- 
formation can be made in human be- 
ings when they are persecuted and de- 
prived of means of making a liveli- 
hood. They are from two preachers 
who have been through similar suffer- 
ings as the couple in the pictures. The 
Brother who sent us the second picture 
stated that there were 40,000,900 Chris- 
tians now in exile in Soviet Russia, 
and that they are actual slaves to the 
Communistie regime in Moscow. In 
spite of Moscow’s rigid censorship, in- 
formation like this given below leaks 
out, uf 


The First Letter 


“With your letter in which you in- 
formed us concerning the twenty dol- 
lars that you sent us, you have glad- 
dened me and my family. In this we 
see the great mercy of God and your 
brotherly love toward us. The fact is 
that I have been sick for nearly a 
month. I suffer great pain. I cannot 
work nor lay down in bed. They did not 
pay me one cent during the month I 
was sick. Though my pay is very small 
they do not give me even this. (In Rus- 
sia if a worker is sick they say he re- 
ceives his full pay just the same. But 
here is evidence that such is not the 
case. The Russian government fails to 
live up to its promises.) Beside this I 
spent much for treatment. My Father 
knowing my need sent me your help. 

“For my month’s pay it is only possi- 
ble to buy in the market what we can 
buy in Torgsin for three dollars. Your 
relief was sent in accordance to the 
will of God, and in due time. 

“We are now living in quarters that 
accommodate seven persons in a room 
thirty meters square. Our furniture 
consists of two children’s beds, one iron 
bed for grown ups, and two wooden 
tables, very small, 


“All that we possessed before, my 
wife traded for food while I was in 
exile. So we practically have nothing to 
put on to wear. But now by the mercy 
of the Lord we were enabled to buy 
some goods for a suit for myself, and 
some cloth for a dress for our eldest 
daughter. 


“To-day I received word from the 
city to which I was exiled that one of 
the exiled brothers there died of star- 


vation. It is a pity that help could not 
have been sent him in time.

“Peace to you dear brother Johnson! 
I greet you and your dear family by 
the love of Christ and wish you most 
great happiness in your life. Also we 
wish to thank you for the remittance 
which we received on June 8, 1934, and 
already have written you about it, but 
did not receive your answer. 


“T have not written you concerning 
our needs and sufferings but now the 
hour has come when 1 must describe 
to you my great affliction. ‘ 


“T am an exile for the sake of the 
Lord. At the present the winter is ap- 
proaching. I suffer with kidney disease 
and it is very hard for me to work and 
there are no means for treatment. My 
wife and children are also very sickly 
because of lack of food. Besides this we 
are all without any extra clothing and 
without footwear. If it is necessary to 
take a bath or change to clean clothing 
the children must sit naked until their 
clothes can be washed and dried. So it 
is with us. We have no overcoats nor 
bedding. In what we walk during the 
day we sleep during the night. All my 
family sleep on the floor in their rag- 
ged clothes, because we have no beds. 
Because of my sickness I sleep on a 
wooden cot without a mattress or 
blanket, just on bare boards, or some- 
times spreading my clothes under me 
in which I walk during the day. 

“My dear brother these words are 
true. If you doubt them then brother 
W. IL. who visited us and has seen our 
plight can bear testimonies to these 
facts. (The Brother referred to is in 
Russia and personally known to me). 


“When I come home my children al- 
ways ask me: ‘Father is there anything 
from Brother Johnson’. And I answer 
‘No’. Then they want to know when he 
will send them something. I tell them 
to pray for you, and all that are with 
you. 

“Please take these needs of ours into 
your heart and help us whenever you 
can. Please do not forget us. May the 
loving Lord bless you and help you in 
this work for the sufferers of Christ in 
— We are not losing hope in your 
ove.

THE hour is one of confusion. 
And nowhere is that confusion 
more apparent or pitiful than in 
the church. As one harkens to 
the teaching of religious leaders, 
one realizes that there are two 
dominant conceptions of the 
church’s position in the world, 
which they advocate as her pres- 
ent duty. 


One of these is that the attainments 
of the church must be intellectual—— 
that we must adapt our faith to the 
needs of this age. The other idea is, 
that the attitude of the church toward 
the world must be social. 


To my mind, both of these concep- 
tions are wrong. 


This is an age of intellectual boast- 
ing; but not one of genuine intellectu- 
ality. It is true that great material 
progress has been made by _ the 
scientists of this age, that they have 
built up a mechanistic world, wherein 
they travel faster, see farther and 
talk louder. But it is doubtful whether, 
where they go or what they see, has 
added anything of enduring value to 
this generation. Of what value is it 
that we can speak across a continent, 
instead of a room, if we have nothing 
of comparable importance to say? One 
rather feels that it may be true of this 
age that it has “gained the world 
(conquered its laws and chemicals) 
and lost its soul” (the power to think 
deeply and feel strongly). 


In the midst of this wobbling gener- 
ation, is the church, weakly trying to 
ape it. Many of her self-appointed 
leaders are telling us that her 
ministers must be trained by the. best 
educational methods to cope with 
modern problems. And the schools and 
seminaries have expanded their courses 
and sent out great numbers of 
graduates with just this kind of train- 
ing. Yet the fact is patent, that the 
church does not and cannot settle the 
problems of this age with this kind 
of equipment. When she is called upon 
to mediate the disputes of capital and 
labor or race differences, or social 
justice, or international relationships, 
her failure would be ludicrous if not 
so pathetic. 


But there is no cause for wonder- 
ment. When that which professes to be 
the church denies her appointed place 
as a Divine body, commissioned to in- 
terpret the spiritual laws of life and io 
make Christ known as the One through 
Whom men may possess life, and in 
Whom is the unity of the race, then 
what she does or says is of no more 
value than what any other simply 
good, but relatively useless, group of 
- society attempts. When she substitutes 
intellectual attainments for spiritual 
power and a social program for the 
gospel message, then all her acts le- 
come merely comparative. 


God ordained the church to be the 
medium of His superlative woz. She 
is on earth to do the one thing which 
no other institution on earth can do. 


She is not to be a competitor in mor- 
ality or philosophy, but rather the con- 
veyor of spiritual and eternal life. Too 
long have the ideas of scholarship and 
science held men back from proclaim- 
ing the simple but virile gospel mes- 
sage. There are plenty of intellectu- 
ally respectable things about which 
modern scholarship knows nothing. 
There are multitudes of facts in the 
world which cannot be measured in a 
test tube or run into a mathematical 
syllogism. 


We do not need to know how to adapt 
our faith to the needs of this age. What 
we need is a faith that will penetrate 
the pompous pride, mental inertia and 
downright sin of this age and trans- 
form and translate the individual with 
the knowledge of God. 


That can only be brought to pass 
when we understand the true character 
of Christianity. It is not primarily an 
intellectual or moral challenge, but an 
emotional and spiritual dynamic. As 
the appeal of the gospel to the heart 
(the emotional nature) is acceded to, it 
brings spiritual life, and that life be- 
comes the power of great faith, deep 
thinking and tremendous moral 
changes. It is faith which produces 
genuine intellectualism. Never does in- 
tellectualism produce faith. First faith, 
then knowledge. If you wait to know all 
the problems, you will never have time 
to work the answers. 


The fact that Christianity is not an 
intellectual institution nor an _ educa- 
tional program is easily demonstrable. 
When Paul wrote to the Corinthians 
concerning his ministry among them he 
reminded them that, “I brethren, when 
I came to you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring unto 
you the testimony of God. For I de- 
termined not to know anything among 
you, save Jesus Christ, and him cruci- 
fied. And I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 
And my speech and my preaching was 
not with enticing words of man’s wis- 
dom, but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power; that your faith should 
not stand in the wisdom of men, but in 
the power of God.” 


What a contrast between the preach- 
ing of this man of God and much of the 
preaching of today! What a contrast 
between the determination of Paul to 
know nothing save Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified and the seeming determi- 
nation of the modern preacher to know 
everything else save Jesus Christ and 
him crucified! What a contrast be- 
tween Paul among these Corinthians, 
“in weakness, and in fear, and in much 
trembling” and the modern preacher’s 
self-assured intellectuality! And what 
a contrast too between Paul’s “demon- 
stration of the Spirit and of power” 
and the modern preacher’s inability to 
— anything along spiritual 
ines! 


Too much of our Christian Faith (so- 
called) has stood in the wisdom of men, 
rather than in the power of God. Great 
challenges have been hurled at the 
church that her Faith was not reason- 
able and that her gospel made no ap- 


peal to genuine intellects. Would-be 
scholars and scientists have taken up 
snatches of the Divine Revelation and 
told the world that it was not true. We 
have been told that Genesis was a myth 
and Revelation a mystery and much 
that lay between was merely the mud 
of superstitious minds. Thus the Devil 
has tricked Believers into thinking that 
they must answer with man’s wisdom. 
And so we have that curious cross be- 
tween human wisdom and human con- 
ceit know as the intelligentsia. 


Some of us have learned the dif- 
ference between schooling and edu- 
cation. We have since learned that a 
man may exhaust the alphabet with 
letters after his name and yet have no 
more intellect than his own self-chosen 
protoplasmic ancestors. The sterility of 
much schooling is often only equalled 
by the bewildered conceit which it 
engenders. To know is not to be saved; 
but to be saved is to really know. 


The reason we know the Genesis ac- 
count of the beginning of human sin 
is true, is because we see human sin 
going on in the same course today. Hu- 
man sin began with the twofold act of 
questioning God’s Word, and seeking 
knowledge apart from Him. Our 
modern age can’t find any newer 
diversion than the old, old sin of the 
ages! This great modern age still 
mumbles the Devil’s old lie—“<Hath 
God said?” And this great enlightened 
age still picks the fruit of the tree of 
the knowledge of good and evil, be- 
cause it is a tree to be desired to make 
one wite, and knows not that “God 
hath made foolish the wisdom of this 
world.” 

All the intellectual appeals of all the 
pulpits on earth will get no response 
from the natural man that will bring 
him one step nearer God. The Gospel— 
the relating of the simple facts of the 
Divine story—is the only power of God 
unto salvation. To be sure it will cause 
a new crucifixion. The answer our 
Lord got to His appeal was the cross, 
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and this modern age will crucify the 
true messenger of the Gospel upon a 
cross of its intellectualism. But what 
matter? Thus is the power of God seen 
in human weakness. Too long have we 
tried to meet argument with argument, 
mental questions with mental acumen 
and forgotten to meet the old sin and 
doubt of the human heart with a con- 
fession of Him who is the Faithful and 
True Witness—faithful to God and 
true to us. 

Let there be more preaching Christ 
and less of creeds, more Theos and less 
theology, more Faith and less brains, 
as such. Difficulties there will be. But 
difficulties are the reason for faith 
and a means of its display. 

Jesus met Martha in the most per- 
plexing and trying experience of her 
life. She could not understand why He 
had not come when she sent for Him. 
She could not understand why her 
brother had died. And when Jesus 
spoke to her of the resurrection and 
told her that He was the resurrection 
and the life, she could not understand 
that either. But she didn’t try. Sne 
said, rather, “Yea, Lord”: (and no one 
can ever say “Yea, Lord”, and then 
refuse to believe His Word) “Yea, 
Lord: I believe that thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God, which should 
come into the world.” Jesus did not 
press the matter any further. He asked

for no greater intellectual apprehen- 
sion of matters concerning His provi- 
dence, nor life and death nor yet of the 
resurrection of which He had spoken. 
Her faith in Him was enough. 


The church of Christ today needs a 
renewed confession of Him and a re- 
vival of the meaning of His commis- 
sion to Martha for the world. 


Jesus summed up the whole matter 
in a single sentence, when, in Luke 12: 
14 He asked the question, ‘““Who made 
me a judge or a divider over you?” He 
did not mean to intimate that He had 
no interest or authority in material 
matters. But did mean to suggest that 
He and His church were not to be con- 
cerned with the settlement of material 
and social matters, which are but ef- 
fects, but rather were they to be con- 
cerned with spiritual matters which 
are the source of all true living and 
social adjustment. To attempt to settle 
things for selfish men is to make for 
further strife. But to supersede self- 
ishness with Christliness is to make for 
peace. 


Our commission then is not to 
popularize the gospel nor socialize the 
world but preach Chnist to the saving 
of them that believe. For Christianity 
is proved transcendent by its own ex- 
istence, since if it were not here no 
one would ever believe it a possibility. 





CLAY IN DANIEL’S IMAGE

ONE of the best answers God’s 
people have to give the skep- 
tic is the second chapter of Dan- 
iel. There, in prophetic imagery, 
God caused to be traced the rise 
and fall of four great empires— 
three of them told in advance. 


As yet none who have espoused the 
views that the book of Daniel was 
written after the four great empires 
had all found place in history, have 
explained how it could be that Alex- 
ander the Great, met by the high 
priest as he neared Jerusalem in his 
conquering career, had the book of 
Daniel opened to him (according to the 
historian Josephus) causing him to be- 
lieve that he was himself a prophetic 
figure. 

Daniel Wrote History in Advance 


God holds sovereignty over nations, 
raising up whom He will, abasing 
whom He selects for abasement. God 
knows in advance whom He will exalt 
and whom He will cast down. One of 
the outstanding proofs of God’s ex- 
istence is the faithfulness with which 
the prophetic program comes true 
as He has revealed it in the Scrip- 
tures. 

In Daniel, second chapter, is the 
dream God gave to Nebuchadnezzar. 
The monarch learned through Daniel 
two things, (1) The sovereignty of the 
Holy Land and that the earth had defi- 
nitely passed out of Jewish hands to the 
Gentiles, because of Israel’s sins; (2) 
That sovereignty would be limited to 
four coming Gentile empires, after 
which the promise made to Abram 
would come true. 


Thus Daniel II measures the times 
of the Gentiles, and measuring their 
exaltation it also measures the punish- 
ment of Israel. 


There were five metals in the image, 
each representing a nation which 
Daniel said would come later. Head of 
gold (Babylon), breast of silver (Medo- 
Persia), thighs of brass (Greece), legs 
of iron (Rome), and feet of iron and 
clay. History has brought the present 
generation down to the feet where we 
find ourselves today. There is general 
agreement regarding the nations re- 
presented by the first four metals, but 
it is the cluy in which this treatise is 
primarily interested. 

“ASB.” 

This description may be called the 
SR Spe of Prophecy” because it 
contains the foundation truths upon 
which all prophecy having to do with 
the nations is builded, and without 
which its mass is unintelligible. Other 
prophecies may add to and claborate 
upon this revelation, but none may be 
interpreted out of harmony with it 
without leading the expositor into 
hopeless confusion of thought. 


The “A. B. C. of Prophecy” tells us 
that Babylon was to be succeeded by 
Medo-Persia, Persia by Grecia, and 
Grecia by Rome, and that Rome in turn 
would give way to the kingdom of God 
upon the earth. (See Daniel 7 involv- 
ing Christ’s return.) 

Rome, though in a shattered condi- 
tion, still holds prophetic title to the 
dominion of earth, and must need do 
so until the end of the age comes, for 
the “Stone (Christ) cut out of the 
mountain without hands” is to smite 


the Prophetic Image upon the feet. 
Thus, the Lord will destroy the last 
system of Gentile government when He 
establishes His reign on earth. The 
Roman spirit is demonstrated today by 
Fascism, and will be kept alive until 
He comes whose “right it is to reign”. 
Fascism is therefore prophetic. 

The legs of the image—representing 
Roman imperial government—taper to 
the feet and toes, ten in number, repre- 
senting the last ten Gentile jations. 
The feet and toes are iron even as the 
legs, but there is a fateful admixture 
of clay in this last expression of ihe 
image. The weakening of the clay 
characterizes this final manifestation 
of Roman and Gentile sovereignty in 
the earth. It prepares the way for the 
successful attack of the Stone which 
smites and destroys the image. 


Different Interpretations 


Some say that the ten kingdoms arose 
centuries ago, soon after the breakup 
of the old Koman empire, although ihe 
fact that thirty-five distinct lists com- 
passing twenty-eight different king- 
doms have been compiled does not lend 
great strength to this plea, and the 
necessity of saying “about ten” biunts 
the edge of prophetic enthusiasm. 


Others declare that the ten toes are 
the final age-end expression of the 
Roman phase of the image which shall 
arise after a prolonged shattered state, 
which shall give to the earth the Beast 
described in the book of Revelation, 
who shall oppose Christ at His coming 
and be destroyed by the power of His 
might, Signs are not lacking today to 
give comfort to these expositors, for 
the pressure of the times is indeed fore- 
ing the European States t-gether and 
Communism has called into being 
Fascism to oppose it so as to maintain 
government against disorder and re- 
volution. The tuture will devide. 


“xX. ¥. Z.” 


Such is the “A. B. C. Prophecy” and 
with it most readers are quite familiar. 
But we are concerned in this article 
with the “X. Y. Z.” the final phase of 
this “A. B. C. Prophecy”. 

The image is a prophecy of the 
movement of nations—everyone Gen- 
tile. The dream in its entirety is a 
prophecy of nations—four within the 
image, and one, the triumphant fifth 
which is to fill the whole earth—out- 
side the image, and therefore non-Gen- 
tile. The wrestling match depicted is a 
trial of strength between the repre- 
sentatives of non-Israelitish nations 
and purified Israel headed by her true 
Messiah-King. After Christ’s return 
the Jew will be entirely different than 
we know him today. 

Each nation in the image is repre- 
sented by a kind of metal. The gold is 
Babylon, the silver is Medo-Persia, the 
brass is Grecia, the iron is Rome. Logi- 
eally then the clay, which is also de- 
fined as a metal by the lexicographers, 
represents another people—not a 
nation as the others because the clay is 
not distinct, following the iron in suc- 
cession as other metals have followed 
one another, but a people who are 
mixed with the final phase of the 
Roman empire. 


Clay Represented by Jews 


Only one people is spoken of by the 
—Turn To Page 8. 
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Book of God under the figure of clay. 


Jeremiah 18:1-6 records the story of a 
people who are put on the wheel of the 
potter, and who though broken, will be 
thus reshaped into a glorious vessel. 
And the quotation closes, “Behold as 
the clay is in the potter’s hand so are 
ye in mine hand, O house of Israel”. 
She who is likened to the clay has been 
shaped into a vessel once but broken. 
God will reshape her into a new vessel. 
Jeremiah here is speaking of the same 
thing that Daniel speaks of when he 
speaks of the “Stone” filled the earth. 
And the “clay” people in the image 
are now doing work that mars the feet 
and toes of that image. 

God Almighty deliberately scattered 
Israel into all nations because of 
Israel’s sin and now they are a “curse”. 
In all nations and with a _ peculiar 
genius for the fields of poiitics, re- 
ligion, economics, philosophy and fin- 
ance, wherever they are, their repre- 
sentatives today are pressing to the 
fore with their Israelitish ideas. 


Neither Gentile governments nor 
Israel can be long triumphant through 
admixture. One defeats the other and 
the result is chaos. Iron and clay 
(Gentile and Jew) in the feet of the 
image; they will not cling to one an- 
other. The clay weakens to iron. And 
this gives point to the phrase coined 
sometime ago, “Christ or Chaos”. The 
only hope for Israel and the world is 
Christ. Without Him we have chaos. 


Everywhere one goes today one will 
find Socialistic ideas fomenting revolu- 
tion—ideas originally given to the 
world by representatives of the Jewish 
people. Clay destroying iron! Every- 
where we go today if we should look 
behind the screen we would find repre- 
sentatives of a Jewish-controlled Soviet 
Union stirring the deadly brew of in- 
dustrial and mass unrest. Ask Mus- 
solini, ask Hitler! They know, and they 
went "into power opposing the wave of 
Jewish Communism which was sweep- 
ing their lands. Ask the statesmen of 
a hundred nations if you will, and the 
answer must be truthfully the same. 


The fact that Trotsky, exiled Jewish 
leader of the Russian revolution, has 
recently been thrust out of France 
because he is found to _ have 
organized a Fourth Internationale, 
with offices in principal cities 
all over the world with the direct 
purpose of fomenting world revolution, 
is only a symbol for the situation as a 
whole. The attack of Jewish radicals 
against Gentile ideals produces depres- 
sion, panic and the palsy of death to 
governments. 


World plot there may or may not be, 
but a war between ideals is very de- 
finitely going on, and the driving pur- 
pose will eventually bring the nations 
to Palestine and Armageddon. Domin- 
ion cannot pass to God’s ancient people 
_ without Christ, 


The X. Y. Z. of the A. B. C. Prophecy 
tells a story of an exiled people sent 
into the world afar for a definite pur- 
pose, they in turn to punish Gentile- 
dom, even as the Gentiles punished 
them, and for the same reason—SIN. 
Israel thought she could sin and “get 
away with it”, and God’s answer was 
Nebuchadnezzar and the dream image 
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of Daniel’s second chapter. We Gen- 
tiles, cocky over our place in the sun, 
have thought we could succeed where 
the Hebrews failed, but God’s answer 
is a “curse” in the presence of that 
verv people whom He scattered among 
us along time ago. And thus history re- 
peats itself, and thus God’s majesty is 
sustained, 


Armageddon! Who wishes to go to 
Armageddon? War, who wishes to 
fight? There is but one way out of our 
dilemma—back to God through Christ. 
But while “Nero fiddles Rome burns”. 
The hour is already late, and it is “now 
high time to awake out of sleep for 
now is our salvation nearer than when 
we believed.” 





The Olivet Prophetic Discourse 


An Exposition of Matthew Twenty-Four and Twenty-Five

HE great Olivet Prophetic Dis- 
course as recorded in Mat- 
thew 24 and 25 was delivered by 
Christ to His twelve disciples late 
Tuesday afternoon of the last day 
of His public ministry just prior 
to the end of the 69th week of 
Daniel when He was to be “cut 
off’, crucified. The translators 
should not have divided this Dis- 
course into two chapters because 
it sets forth a single prophetic 
message portraying the events of 
the 70th week of Daniel in their 
chronological order. 


The disciples’ three-fold question 
which prompted this Discourse was 
“Jewish” and required a “Jewish” an- 
swer. Therefore, the interpretation of 
the Olivet Discourse is the Jew—in 
fact it is a Jewish prophecy and has 
to do with literal Israel. 

The Churchthe mystery hid in 
God,—set in the parenthetical period 
between the 69th and 70th week of 
Daniel, is not seen in the interpreta- 
tion of this Discourse, but applications 
may be made, which, of course, is per- 
missible in certain forms of Bible ex- 
position. 

By comparing the inspired versions 
of the Olivet Discourse as recorded by - 
Matthew, Mark and Luke, differences 
will be noted and by careful study the 
scope and design of each may be dis- 
covered, thus eliminating the idea of 
mere repetition in Scripture. Luke’s 
record is based upon a two-fold ques- 
tion and omits all reference to Christ’s 
“coming”. Matthew’s record is based 
upon a three-fold question and omits , 
all reference to the destruction of the 
buildings of the Temple and City of 
Jerusalem. “When shall these things 
(destruction of Temple and Jerusalem) 
be?” is answered in Luke’s account 
o 21:20-24) and was all fulfilled by 

. D. There were two Roman at- 
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tacks on Jerusalem; the first by 
Cestius Gallus was repulsed, but the 
second attack under Titus, the son of 
Emperor Vespasianus, was successful. 
This leads us to another important dif- 
ference; the distinction between the 
times of “fleeing.” 

Luke 21:20-21 warns: “When ye 
shall see Jerusalem compassed with 
armies, then know that the desolation 
thereof (Temple and City) is nigh. 
Then let them which are in Judea flee 
to the mountains.” 

Matthew 24:15 warns: “When ye 
therefore shall see the abomination of 
desolation (image of Anti-Christ), 
spoken of by Daniel the prophet, stand 
in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let 
him understand,) then let them which 
be in Judea flee into the mountains.” 

Luke’s “sign” to “flee” is past, while 
Matthew’s is still future. There is no 
reference to the “abomination of deso- 
lation” in Luke 21 and the only 
reference in Matthew 24 to the deso- 
i. of Jerusalem is found in verse 


The Jewish Marks 


1. The “Temple” Mark. (v. 1). The 
first fold of the disciples’ three-fold 
question had to do with the Temple, 
an institution always associated with 
the religious life of the orthodox Jew, 
even though it was used by the Jewish 
converts to Christianity when the 
church was established at Pentecost. 
(Acts 2:46)

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2. The “Sign” Mark. (vv. 3,30). The 
second fold of the disciples’ three-fold 
question was a request for “the sign” 
of His coming. Signs were given to 
the Jews, but never to the Church. “We 
walk by faith, not by sight.” (2 Cor. 
5:7). The Jews are to look for signs, 
and “the sign”, while the Church 
listens for a “shout”, the shout of the 
Lord. (1 Thes. 4:16). 


3. The “Age” Mark. (v. 3). The last 
phrase of the three-fold question of 
the disciples, “the end of the world” 
is properly rendered “the consum- 
mation of the age”. To what age did 
they refer? It is plain that they had 
in mind the Jewish age. Our age, the 
Gospel age or the dispensation of 
Grace, had not yet been ushered in. 
The Jewish age began at the death of 
Solomon when the kingdom was 
divided. Ten tribes seceded under 
Jeroboam and constituted the kingdom 
of Israel, which the world calls the 
“lost tribes”. The two remaining tribes, 
Judah and Benjamin, formed the king- 
dom of Judah, and their descendants 
are very much in evidence today 
throughout the world. Thus, the Jew- 
ish age has not yet ended, even though 
time is not reckoned prophetically 
while they are scattered among the 
nations. The Jewish age will end after 
the rapture and the great tribulation, 
when the twelve tribes will be re- 
covered, reunited and reestablished in 
their land, as the Kingdom age begins 
on earth. 


4. The “End” Mark. (vv. 8, 6, 14). 
The third fold of the disciples’ three- 
fold question was a request for the 
sign of “the end of the age.” The “end 
time” phrases are exclusively Jewish 
and are set forth by Daniel thirteen 
times and have to do with his people, 
the Jews, during the “time of Jacob’s 
trouble” (Jer. 30:4-7), or “the great 
tribulation.” No part of the true 
Church will be on earth during the 
closing scenes of the Jewish age—the 
Bridegroom has promised to keep His 
Bride “from the hour of temptation” 
(Rev. 3:10), “the great tribulation.” 
The “end of the age” phrase is the key 
in Matthew twenty-four that points 
very definitely to the “end” of the 
seventy weeks. The Greek word here is 
“aion” and not “kosmos” (world) and 
signifies dispensation or age. The 
dispensation of Grace or Church age 
had not yet been ushered in. The dis- 
ciples wanted to know what was to be 
the sign of the “end of the Jewish age” 
in which they were then living. When 
the Jews rejected their King and His 
Kingdom the Jewish age was interrup- 
ted by the establishment of the Church 
and the inauguration of the Gospel 
age, and therefore is not complete nor 
ended. After the Church is “raptured” 
or caught up, the Jewish age will be 
revived, to continue seven years, then, 
shall the “end” come. 


5. The “Gospel of the Kingdom” 
- Mark, (v. 14). The Gospel of the King- 
dom and the Gospel of the Grace of 
God are not the same. The Gospel of 
the Grace of God is the Gospel of Sal- 
vation which the Church proclaims in 
this dispensation of grace and is for all 
who believe on the Son of God, while 
the Gospel of the Kingdom is the mes- 
sage of repentance and the procla- 
mation of the coming King to be 


preached by the Jews (Rev. 7) “in all 
the world” after the Church has been 
caught up “and then shall the end 
come.” 

6. The “Abomination of Desolation” 
Mark. (v. 15). “The abomination of 
desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet”, the image of the first Beast 
of Revelation thirteen, is connected 
with the “holy place’—a place very 
sacred to the Jews and never associated 
with the Church. 

7. The “Geographical” Mark. (v. 16). 
The Lord Jesus identified the particu- 
lar people referred to in His discourse 
by mentioning their home land—Judea. 
The Jews came forth from Judah and 
were settled in Judea, from which they 
were scattered and to which they will 
be regathered. “Then let him which be 
in Judea flee into the mountains.” 

8. The “Sabbath Day” Mark. (v. 20). 
The Sabbath Day is always as- 
sociated with the Jews in the dispen- 
sation of the Law, while the Christian 
believer under Grace is identified with 
the Lord’s Day. The distance of a 
flight would be limited if the Abomi- 
nation of Desolation were set up on the 
Sabbath, as a Sabbath day’s journey 
is less than a mile. 


9. The “Great Tribulation” Mark. 
(v. 21). “The great tribulation” is a 
period of three and one-half years,— 
the last half of Daniel’s 70th week, and 
is known as “the time of Jacob’s 
trouble.” It is never associated with the 
Church. 

10. The “Elect’s” Mark. (v. 22). The 
“elect” in this passage are the Chris- 
tian Jews who are “elected”, “pre- 
served”, and “sealed”, to pass through 
“the great tribulation’. The term 
“elect” in the Gospels always points to 
the Jewish remnant, while in the 
Epistles the term refers to Christians. 

11. The “Son of Man” Mark. (vv. 
27, 30, 39, 44, ch. 25:18) This title of 
Christ’s, “the Son of Man”, was never 
used in any of the Pauline Epistles 
which were addressed to the members 
of the Body of Christ. Christian be- 
lievers are waiting the Heavenly call 
of “God’s Son”. (1 Thess. 1:9,10). 

12. The “Fig Tree’ Mark. (v. 32). 
The words of the Lord Jesus have 
made the parable of the fig tree stand 
for the Jewish nation. The budding of 
the fig tree proves that Summer is 
near. Likewise, when the events herein 
described are accomplished they will 
surely show Israel that He, the Son of 
Man, is soon to be revealed in clouds of 
glory. 

13. The “Race” or “Generation” 
Mark. (v. 34). The Lord Jesus told the 
disciples that “this generation”, mean- 
ing the Jewish race or nation, would 
not pass until all these things are ful- 
filled. That race is with us today in 
every land, and yet, as distinct trom 
every people as when the Olivet Dis- 
course was delivered nearly 2000 years 
ago. They have never been amalgama- 
ted nor exterminated. 


14, The “Uncertainty” Mark. (v. 36) 
“No man knoweth the day or the hour” 
and similar Scriptural phrases always 
refer to Christ’s coming in glory at 
the end of “the great tribulation”. 
There is not a single Scripture that 
speaks of the uncertainty of the time 
of Christ’s second coming that refers 
to His coming for His Bride, the 
Church,

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15. The “Days of Noah” Mark. (vv. 
37-39). The flood marked the end of 
the antediluvian age: so Matthew 24 
describes conditions at the very close 
of the Jewish age. Noah and his house 
were the believing remnant of that age 
and were saved through a great and 
sore judgment of God: so an elect Jew- 
ish remnant will be preserved through 
the great tribulation (Rev. 12:6,14). 
The unbelieving antediluvians were a 
type of the unbelieving Jews of the 
last days of the end time, living <xor 
themselves only, eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage, and 
knew not till the flood came and took 
them all away. The unbelieving Jews 
will meet the same fate when the Son 
of Man comes. Two shall be in the 
field, one shall be taken away in judg- 
ment and death as in the flood, the 
other left to enter the earthly Millen- 
nial Kingdom (v. 40). Two ‘women 
shall be grinding at the mill, the one 
taken away in judgment and death, 
the other left for the Kingdom age. 
Noah and his family came forth from 
the ark onto an earth which had been 
swept clean by the besom of de- 
struction, and entered into a new age; 
so the Godly Jewish remnant will pass 
through the great tribulation to a new 
age. 

This illustration of Noah is not ap- 
plicable to the Christian Church, for 
she is never to pass through a penal 
judgment. Her sins are all forgiven, 
having been judged and punished on 
the Cross. Our type is not Noah, who 
was subject to the judgment and 
passed through it; but Enoch, who was 
caught up to God before the flood be- 
gan. The true Church will be irans- 
lated before the 70th week begins. 


16. The “Watch” Mark. (v. 42). The 
Jews are warned to “watch” for the 
“Son of Righteousness” who is to rome 
at the end of Jacob’s (Jews’) time of 
trouble “with healing in His wings,” 
while we believers gracefully “look” 
for the sudden appearance of the 
bright and beautiful Morning Star 
which is to come “in the twinkling of 
an eye” just before the 70th week is 
ushered in. “To watch” is to be wake- 
ful and constantly on the alert serv- 
ing as a watchman, while “to look’ is 
to gaze for the purpose of seeing. “To 
them that LOOK for Him shall He ap- 
pear the second time.” (Heb. 9:28). 

17. The “Virgin” Mark. (ch. 25:1-18) 
The virgins, as a whole or in part, 
cannot in any sense be interpreted to 
represent the Church, the Bride of 
Christ. The Church as the Bride of 
Christ is always symbolized in the 
prophetic Scriptures as “one body” and 
is never seen as a number of individu- 
als. To make five or ten virgins 
symbolical of the one “chaste virgin” 
espoused to Christ (2 Cor. 11:2) is to 
try to make the Bridegroom a poly- 
gamist. Christ is to have one wife, not 
five, nor ten. (Eph. 5:21-33). 


The 25th chapter opens with the 
word “Then”. This word marks the ex- 
act time for the fulfillment of the vest 
of the discourse. “Then” means “at 
that time”, “Then”, particularly at the 
end and certainly not at the beginning 
of the 70th week, “shall the Kingdom 
of heaven be likened unto ten virgins, 
which took their lamps, and went forth 
to meet the bridegroom.” 


The Latin Vulgate as well as the 
ancient Syriac New Testament trans- 





lates Matt. 25:1 “Then may the King- 

dom of Heaven be shadowed forth by 

ten virgins, who took their lamps and 

-_ out to meet the Bridegroom and 
ride.” 


“When” the rapture,—the catching 
up of the whole true church will have 
taken place seven years previous; the 
believers’ works judged at the Judg- 
ment Seat of Christ; the Marriage of 
the Lamb having taken place; the 
marriage supper of the Lamb in 
Heaven over (Rev. 19:7-9) “then”, the 
Bridegroom and the Bride return io 
earth from the wedding (Luke 12:34- 
40) and the cry is made: “Behold vhe 
Bridegroom cometh”. The Ten Virgins 
—the Jewish Remnant (Rev. 7), 
gathered back in their own land, are 
spoken of as keeping the house while 
the King is away at the marriage. The 
wedding is over, the Bridegroom is 
coming home with His Bride. Those 
keeping house do not know exactly 
when. Some of them will be ready with 
lights burning, and some will not be 
ready. Those who are ready will go in 
with Him and His Bride and partici- 
pate in the feasts at the Bridegroom’s 


home at Jerusalem. 

18. The “Talent” Mark. (Ch. 25:14- 
30). The Church is not in view here at 
all, for it has particular reference to 
the period of our Lord’s return io the 
earth, as in the case of the story of the 
Ten Virgins which precedes it, and of 
the judgment of the living nations 
which follows. The “servants” here 
mentioned cannot refer to Christians, 
because the man of one talent is cast 
into outer darkness, where there is 
weeping and gnashing of teeth 
(v. 30). Christians may be servants, 
but they also are “sans” and “heirs” 
and destined to an eternal inheritance 
(1 Peter 1:3-5). Our works may all 
perish, yet we ourselves shall be saved 
(1 Cor. 3:12-15). 

The Divisions 

The Olivet Discourse as recorded by 
Matthew is better understood wher 
studied chronologically through its 
natural divisions. It is rightly divided 
as follows:

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THE SEVEN JUDGMENTS. By W 
D. Herrstrom. Published by Bible

N extremely helpful book has been 
placed before the ready public, deal- 
ing with a subject of great importance. 


Mr. Herrstrom, whose recent pro- 
phetic writings are attracting wide at- 
tention, unfolds in graphic style the 
seven distinct Judgments. They are as 
follows: “Judgment of the Believer,”

In referring to the Judgment of the 
believer Mr. Herrstrom says, “God’s 
message to us is not one of condemna- 
tion but of Salvation. The judgment 
upon sin is past. God mde the pen- 
alty. God paid the penalty. Salvation 
is a finished work. Judgment for the 
believer’s sin is past.” The “Judgment 
seat of Christ” mentioned by Paul is 
therefore a place of rewards for the 
believer. 


In this connection, the “five crowns” 
are beautifully portrayed. ‘The Incor- 
ruptible Crown,” “the Crown of Right- 
eousness”, “the Crown of Rejoicing”, 
“the Crown of Glory” and “the Crown 
of Life.” Yes, glorious rewards await 
the believers. 

The book closes with a discussion of 
the Great White Throne Judgment. 
Mr. Herrstrom is firm in his conviction 
that, “No believer will ever stand be- 
fore the Great Throne to be judged.” 


This book not only treats the sub- 
ject extensively, but is deeply spiritual 
and deserving of a prominent place in 
the thinking of every genuine Chris-

The purpose of the book is to show 
the imperative need of sound, sane, 
Scriptural preaching and_ teaching. 
While the title suggests that the dis- 
cussions are of primary value to 
preachers, yet each of the fourteen ad- 
dresses have an appeal for all types of 
Bible believers regardless of vocation 
in life. Every page reflects real depth 
of Biblical scholarship.

Impressive illustrations on how to 
unfold the Scriptures are given 
throughout the book, interwoven with 
experiences which the author has had 
in the ministry. Short sermons are 
published showing ways and means of 
presenting the Gospel to others.

His Book, Why I Am A Christian 
meets a great need in these days when 
scholasticism is arrayed largely on the 
side of materialism and agnosticism. 
Too many have entered John Bunyan’s 
“Doubting Castle” and have made ship- 
wreck of their faith! This book is 
meant for their deliverance. 


The Author’s chapter on “From 
Doubt to Faith” cuts to the very heart 
of skepticism. He says, “There are 
two kinds of doubters, first, those who 
love to doubt, because their skepticism 
shields them from the accusations of 
conscience. But the doubters to whom 
I proffer my help are of a different 
description. They are in distress be- 
cause of doubt. They are tired of pain- 
ful uncertainty. They long for peace 
and rest which calm and impregnable 
assurance affords.” This quotation is 
a fair sample of the direct way in 
which the author comes to grips with 
his Readers. Throughout the book, the 
Reader is “you” and the author is “I”. 
Every chapter is a heart-to-heart talk. 


Dr. Hallesby speaks from a depth 
of experience and is therefore able to 
help those who need this particular 
kind of instruction. The chapter on 
“The Mysterious Element of Christian- 
ity” embodies logic, reason, philosophy, 
and old-fashioned common sense. This 
portion of the book is divided into three 
parts. First, “That there is a mysteri- 
ous element in Christianity.” Second, 
“Where does the mystery lie?” And, 
third, “How can this mysterious ele- 
ment be explained?” 


We read, “The Christian church, 
from the days of the apostles and down 
to our day, has recognized the Spirit- 
born life as the real secret of its exist- 
ence. The mysterious element in 
Christianity is most intimately bound 
up with the supernatural element in 
Christian life. Because the Christian 
life is supernatural in its origin, it is 
also supernatural in kind.” 

The last chapter is to “Those who 
have made the choice.” In this, the 
writer takes into consideration the 
emotional aspect of Christian belief. 
He says, “Whether a person after con- 
version experiences joyous or distress- 
ing feelings, has nothing to do with 
the enuineness or validity of his con- 
version.’ 

Here is a volume to be placed in the 
hands of old and young who have hon- 
est questions in their minds concerning 
the fundamentals of historic and evan- 
gelical Christianity.

ME. SMITH has specialized on a sub- 
ject of utmost importance. Going 
into the heart of Christian experience 
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he has brought out the secret of the 
Overcoming, Fruitful life. 


The book opens with a compilation of 
Bible quotations showing the large, 
place that the teaching regarding the 
Holy Spirit occupies in Scriptures. 
The third Person of the Trinity is men- 
tioned 88 times in the Old Testament. 
He is mentioned in 22 of the 39 Old 
Testament books, and in 24 of the 27 
books of the New Testament. 


Mr. Smith says, “The Holy Spirit is 
designated by Jesus as a Person and 
referred to as ‘Him’ or ‘He’ and never 
as ‘it.’ He having no visible body, is 
to dwell in the body of believers.” 


The chapter on “The Three-fold work 
of the Holy Spirit” is a rich mine of 
spiritual truth. “Regeneration,” “Sanc- 
tification” and “Power for Service” are 
— as valuable. “Witnessing,” and 
“Fruitbearing” are beautifully por- 
trayed as a part of the ministry of the 
Spirit in the life of the Christian. 


The Author is Pastor of a large 
Church in Tampa, Florida. His writ- 
ings reflect maturity of thought and 
clarity of expression. Systematically 
he discusses the various “gifts of the 
Spirit.” 

While this work is doctrinally sound, 
yet its approach is primarily inspira- 
tional—rather than technical.

fy against the men who were accused. 


It is known that certain Jews put up 
8,000 Swiss francs in a lump sum to 
finance witnesses and press reporters. 
Everything was organized and made 
ready to tlash the news to the world 
that the Protocols had been permanent- 
ly refuted and relegated to the realm 
of falsehoods. 


A Stinging Rebuff 
Days were consumed by Jewish wit- 
nesses in presenting their evidence 
while the press wires and radio waves 
were kept hot with the news. 


The defendants were utterly help- 
less because their attorney had appar- 
ently “let them down.” They had no 
money, no witnesses, no friends to help 
them. However, only four days before 
the hearing began, when it became 
definitely learned that their lawyer had 
turned against them, they sought the 
assistance of another attorney, but no 
time was left in which to prepare a de- 
fense. 

The new lawyer is a young Swiss 
gentleman about thirty years old, red- 
headed, by the name of Ruef. While 
he had apparently never studied into 
the matter of the international plot, yet 
it was evident from the beginning that 
he was sincere and dead in earnest. 
He said the thing that made him take 
the matter seriously was the fact that 
so many prominent Jews had journeyed 
all the way to Bern to testify. 


But he had no witnesses to refute 
the attacks of the powerfully financed 
case which the Jews built up. There- 
fore, he put only one man on the wit- 
ness-stand, a poor fellow who said he 
could not grasp the meaning of the 
Protocols because he did not know the 
French language. Jewish newsmen 
sent out the report that the testimony 
of this witness was “laughable.” 


When the case was over, and the pub- 
lic had been bombarded for days with 
carefully timed and planned propagan- 
da, the Judge turned to the lawyers 
and asked if they had anythitg to say 
before the case closed. 


Everyone expected naturally that the 
defendants would be sentenced, that 
the new red-headed lawyer would give 
up in despair. But to their amazement, 
the young man came forth with the 
following statement (substance of the 
thought translated): “Your Honor: 
I know that both you and I are inter- 
ested in having the entire truth 
brought out in this important matter. 
Only a few days ago did I enter this 
case and have had no time to prepare a 
defense and to summon witnesses. I 
therefore ask that the case be extended 
and that our side shall be given three 
months in which to prepare an ade- 
quate defense.” 


Thereupon, bedlam broke loose in the 
court room. It was like the dropping 
of a bomb. Press reports had to be 
revised. Radio announcements had to 
be changed. 

According to Swiss law the Judge 
was compelled to grant the plea. This 
means that unless the Jewish leaders 
are able to squash the matter in some 
unexpected way that the case will 
again be nal about January 15th.

ITH these words ringing in our 
ears, and a burning message in our 
hearts we face the early part of the 
new year which brings missionary chal- 
lenges from many parts of the world. 

Nearly two thousand years have 
rolled by since these words were spok- 
en by the One Who came to redeem 
fallen humanity. Thousands have 
obeyed the call, they have left home, 
friends, positions, and have waved back 
to the home shores a farewell, wiped 
the tears from their eyes, and then, 
with a heart burning with a passion 
for the lost have turned their faces 
toward the lands of temples, fetishes 
and idols. 

Many have laid down their lives in 
this great cause, and _ their bodies 
buried beneath the sod in the jungles 
of lands beclouded with heathen super- 
stition. The whole world was shocked 
a few days ago with the sad story of 
how a missionary family in China had 
been paraded through village streets 
to be subjected to unspeakable tortures 
resulting in their death. Twentieth 
century martyrs for the Gospel! 

Wherever warriors have fallen in 
their great Christian warfare, others 
have risen to fill their places. Oh, the 
books that could be written, the stories 
that could be told; but thousands of 
heroic deeds of Christian soldiers of 
the Cross have no record upon the 
pages of human history. But the day 
will come when the records of eternity 
will be opened and they shall have 
their rewards. 

Think of that mighty army of pio- 
neers: John Paton of the Hebrides, 
Hudson Taylor of Inland China, Carey 
of India, Livingstone of Africa and 
others who heard the call, “go”. They 
went, and blazed trails over which 
many have since trodden. 

But these have gone, gone to their 
reward, but still the call rings out to 
us, “eo”. 

We speak of the soon return of our 
Lord, we spread the news of coming 
catastrophe, we say, “The end of the 
age will soon come,” this is all true, 
and in the face of these prophetic facts, 
the call is still coming, “go”. Our ef- 
forts must not diminish, our zeal must 
not abate, the fire of our soul passion 
must not go out, we must still “go”.

Jesus says, 
“go”, No greater investment can be 
made than in foreign missions. 

“But,” says another, “we have gone, 
many have gone, and yet there are 
more heathen than ever, more idols, 
more superstitution.” Granted all of 
this, but my friends, Jesus says, “go”. 
Isaiah heard the call, and asked the 
question, “How long?” The answer 
came, “Until the cities be wasted with- 
out inhabitant, and the houses without 
man, and the land be utterly desolate, 
and the Lord have removed men far 
away.” In other words, as long as 
there remains one human being who 
has never heard the message of re- 
deeming love, we are required to “hold 
the fort.” 

Yes, indeed, the call is sounding as 
never before, “Go”. “Go ye”—others 
may not, but you must; others may 
have lost the vision, but you must not; 
others may not be burning with a pas- 
sion for souls, but you must, you are 
responsible, you must answer, you 
must make the _ sacrifice, you must 
“go”. “Go” with your prayers, your 
gifts, your heart and soul! 


“Go into all the world,” yes, “all the 
world.” Not a nation must be exclud- 
ed, not a tribe forgotten, not a lan- 
guage in which the Gospel is not to be 
preached, not a home, not a shack, not 
a dugout, where the light of the glo- 
rious Gospel is not to be taken. Jesus 
Christ loves the WHOLE world.

Girlhood Lite Among. 
the Navajo's 








NTERESTING news continues to 

come from the land of the Navajo 
and Yaqui Indians. 

Miss Katherine Beard, and Mrs. Iva 
Lauber are constantly meeting with 
new experiences in their effort to help 
evangelize the vast untouched tribes. 


Miss Beard has written a very touch- 
ing story in which she tells of the 
things the young Navajo girls have to 
face in life. The special case to which 
Miss Beard refers is that of a young 





girl whom the missionaries have named 
Ruth, 

“Ruth,” says the missionary, “has 
been away to school; she had learned 
the ways of the white people, had 
learned to speak English, and now 
neatness and cleanliness have become 
part of her life. 

“Through sickness, she had been con- 
fined to the hospital where she had 
sought and found Christ as her Sav- 
iour. Finally the time came for her 
to return home. Many miles would 
separate her from the mission station 
and the influence of her white friends, 
and she would now have to face life all 
alone. 

“She commences her return journey 


_accompanied by the missionary, real- 


izing that she would again have to live 
according to the Navajo custom. Mile 
after mile they traveled until at last 
they were in sight of the hogan (hut). 
Her sister comes out to meet her and 
she is informed that her sister, who she 
thought was at school, has become 
married to an old uneducated man. 

“Ruth, though young, was faced with 
the same stern fact that she, too, was 
liable to be sold into marriage for a 
few head of sheep to one many years 
her senior. She enters the hogan and 
tries again to accustom herself to the 
Navajo way of living. 

“She has now found Christ, and with 
a brave heart she enters into the rou- 
tine of Navajo life once again. ‘But, 
I hope and pray I will not be compelled 
to go to squaw dances,’ she says fear- 
fully, because she remembers how 
young girls are often married off at 
such dances.” 

The last time the missionary saw 
Ruth, the smile of the new found life 
in Christ was beaming on her young 
countenance as she sought to content 
herself with the primitive customs of 
her people. 

This vivid picture of life among the 
Indians tells of the value of the efforts 
of these faithful missionaries as they 
bring the glad news of Calvary.

A RONG the many interesting Mis- 

goo fields connected with the 
great Defenders Movement, Latin Am- 
erica holds a very important place. In 
the last few months our representatives 
in Puerto Rico have taken much new 
territory and have made many ad- 
vances among the people of that Span- 
ish speaking country. 


Mr. Rodriguez, the superintendent of 
the Defender’s work in Puerto Rico, is 
proving his splendid ability by mar- 
shalling the active forces of young men 
in a great attempt to branch out in 
every direction with the Gospel of Je- 
sus Christ. At the present moment 20 
young men are equipping themselves in 
the new Bible School for the various 
new outposts of the Islands. It will not 
be very long before these young men 
with their many talents and consecrat- 
ed lives will be pressing out into new 
fields of labor and battling against the 
— which are opposed to Christian- 
ity. 

One of the special features of the 
work there at the present time is that 
which is being carried on by the Cha- 
pel workers. These men visit various 
outlying towns and villages establish- 
ing regular preaching places, some in 
small buildings and others out of doors. 
In this way thousands of people are 
reached with the Gospel every month. 
These workers report that the people 
gather for these Chapel services ex- 
pressing a deep heart hunger for the 
Gospel message. It is the purpose of 
Dr. Rodriguez that many other chapel 
workers shall be added to this fine 
band of young men, so that by the time 
1935 has rolled by thousands more, who 
up until this time have not been 
reached with the Gospel message, shall 
have heard. 


Each report that comes from this 
field of labor glows with soul stirring 
information. Not only are meetings 
held but souls are being won. The 
workers tell of experiences which are 
like unto the revivals of old. People 
singing the praises of God, old time 


conviction gripping the hearts of the 
masses, and people falling in penitence 
before God and finding the joy of new 
life in Christ. 

Latin America’s day has come. No 
longer is she left alone to grope in 
heathen darkness to be left under the 
tyrannic hand of Romanism, but she is 
receiving the Gospel message. The 
people of America are assuming the 
responsibility of making it possible 
for these brilliant Puerto Ricans to be 
trained and sent out among their own 
people. 


The Defenders Movement specializes 
in the training of natives of these vari- 
ous countries, feeling that one native 
Christian can do more than 20 others 
sent from other countries. They know 
the language, they know their own peo- 
ple, they love their own country, there- 
fore their service is valuable. 


Mr. Rodriguez, the superintendent, 
has caught a vision; he is not satisfied 
even with the training of these young 
men, and sending them out to evan- 
gelize, but he himself is now preparing 
to make visits to some of the yet un- 
touched Islands. No doubt reports will 
soon be coming back from him that he 
is prepared to put scores of new young 
men into the field. Surely this great 
work is worthy of our consideration 
and prayers. 


Three great works are being carried 
on. First, the training of young men 
in the Bible School. Second, the many 
Chapels that have been established. 
Third, and not the least, the Gospel is 
being broadcasted over a radio station 
from Puerto Rico. 

With these great advanced move- 
ments an urgent appeal comes to the 
people of America for financial support 
of this work.

of Jesus Christ 





AUL REVERE, the Defenders mis- 

sionary in Liberia, West Africa, first 
came to the United States about seven- 
teen years ago, and returned to his na- 
tive country on December 20, 1920. 
His friends and relatives were disap- 
pointed because he had not brought 
great wealth with him. 


All that he had left was $72.00. 
They forsook him, thus making his 
homecoming very sad indeed. Miss 
Mary Sharpe, a great missionary, who 
had been so used of God in Krutown 
had gone to her heavenly reward. Paul 
faced the battle of life all alone. 


The members of the little Krutown 


church were scattered, some joining 
other organizations and others had 


gone back to their heathen ways. Paul 
was discouraged. His heart seemed to 
bleed for the Kru tribes back in the in- 


terior who were living in darkness and 
heathenism. 


Before long, new hope was born in 
Paul’s heart, and again he offered his 
services to the cause of Christ until 
death should call him or the Lord 
should return. He sold his clothes, and 
got together every dollar he could, with 
which to build a place in which to wor- 
ship God. 

After weeks of hard labor in the for- 
est, enough wood was cut to proceed 
with the building. Twice their canoes 
capsized as they were crossing rivers, 
and valuable books and provisions were 
lost. Before long the new building 24 
feet by 18 feet was realized upon the 
ruins of the old church. 


From this point Paul writes, “I pro- 
—Turn To Page 18. 
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ceeded to the Kru coast in the month of 
April, 1921. I first stopped at Setta 
Kru, a prominent town with a popula- 
tion of 1,000 inhabitants, along the sea 
coast situated between Linoe and Cape 
Palmas. I discovered there were no 
missionaries and _ seeing the people 
were still in darkness worshipping idols 
of wood and stone, I was moved with 
the Spirit of God and at once dropped 
my bucket where I was and began tell- 
ing the people of Him who came to 
seek and to save that which was lost. 


“In the meantime, I was successful 
through their assistance, to collect ma- 
terial and have erected a temporary 
thatched church and school as well as 
a dwelling house 22x50 feet, all com- 
bined. Another house 25x50 feet was 
erected out of the town as a school for 
the boys. 


“The people were starving to hear the 
Gospel and within the space of eighteen 
months we had a membership of 100. 
A Sunday School and day school were 
organized with a goodly number in 
each.” 


Thus Paul: began his work among 
the people of Liberia, West Africa. 


But working alone, with the forces 
of evil pushing in upon him, Paul 
found it impossible to carry on his one- 
man battle. In spite of the fact that 
he came from a family of heathen 
witch-doctors, he experienced a bliss- 
ful conversion and developed a prayer- 
life with the Lord that served to in- 
spire him through all of his trials. 
Finally, he returned to the United 
States and went to the Practical Bible 
Training School of Binghamton, N. Y. 


While there he contacted the De- 
fenders Movement and was sent back 
to his own people two years ago—thor- 
oughly trained, a true missionary, a 
competent soul-winner. 


Cant’ Doe To 
Macedonia 
And Help Us 


Tes Apostle Paul heard a voice call- 
ing in the opposite direction to 
which he was going. The voice said 
“Come over to Macedonia and help us.” 


It was the first part of Europe.to re- 
ceive the Gospel through Paul directly. 
Since that time others have labored to 
bring the glad news to southern Eu- 
rope. In spite of all efforts, however, 
there is very little true New Testament 
Christianity in that part of the world. 


But a new voice is to be heard in Ma- 
cedonia. Dr. Gerald B. Winrod, found- 
er of the Defenders Movement is now 
on his way to these Bible lands, and 
by the time this is read in the columns 
of The Defender, no doubt he will be 
traveling over the territory that Paul 
traveled. 


This great advocate of the Christian 
Faith is taking the Gospel in person 
to the very scenes of primitive Church 
activity. 

Rev. Velonis, a Defenders worker in 
that part of the world, awaits with 
eagerness the coming of Dr. Winrod. 
He feels that a new vision is taking 











form and that the Gospel testimony 
will be proclaimed with new emphasis 
in Greece. 


The entire Defender Family is in- 
vited to unite in prayer that God will 
make the visit of Dr. Winrod to Eu- 
rope a source of great blessing.

Where Reason Fails 

Are you not accepting something 
now you do not understand? Do you 
understand the binding of the three 
elements entering into light that drives 
away the darkness? Then, turn off ithe 
light and leave this beautiful city in 
darkness because the people do not 


understand the process by which the 
light is made. 


Do you understand how the three 
meals you have eaten to-day enter into 
blood and muscle and bone and tissue? 
No. If you could understand that pro- 
cess, you would be like unto God that 
made it so. And you are not going to 
refuse to eat three meals, tomorrow, 
because you cannot understand the 
process by which they become a part of 
your body and thus sustain mind and 
heart and soul. 


When I was preparing a book of my 
poems, “Smiles and Heart Throbs,” for 
publication, written while spending 
those seven years on my bed, I came 
suddenly and providentially across the 
following verses entitled, “Faith and 
Reason,” by Lizzie York Case. Listen, 
you who think a woman cannot reason 
—and let these burning truths. search 
your soul: 


Two travelers started on a tour, 
With trust and knowledge laden; 
One was a man of mighty brain, 
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And one a gentle maiden. 

They joined their hands and vowed to be 
Companion; for a season; 

The gentle maiden’s name was Faith, 
And the mighty man’s was Reason. 


He sought all knowledge from the 
world, 

And every world anear it; 

All matter and all mind were his, 

But hers was only spirit. 

If any stars were missed from heaven, 

His telescope could find them; 

But while he only found the stars, 

She found the God behind them! 


He sought for truth above, below, 
All hidden things revealing; 

She only sought it woman-wise, 
And found it in her feeling. 

He said, “This earth’s a rolling ball, 
And so doth science prove it;” 

He but discovered that it moves, 
She found the springs that move it! 


He reads with geologic eye 

The record of the ages: 
Unfolding strata, he translates 
Earth’s wonder-written pages. 
He digs around a mountain base, 
And measures it with plummet; 
She leaps it with a single bound, 
And stands upon the summit! 


He brings to light the hidden force 

In nature’s labyrinths lurking, 

And binds it to his onward car 

To do his mighty working. 

He sends his message ’cross the earth, 
And down where sea gems glisten; 
She sendeth hers to God himself, 

Who bends His ear to listen! 


Al! things in beauty, science, art, 

In common they inherit: 

But he has only clasped the form 
While she has clasped the spirit. 
God’s wall infinite now looms up 
Before Faith and her lover; 

But while he tries to scale its heights, 
She has gone safely over. 


He tries, from earth, to forge a key 
To open the gate of Heaven; 

That key is in the maiden’s heart, 
And back its bolts are driven. 
They part. Without her, all is dark, 
His knowledge vain and hollow; 
For Faith has entered in with God, 
Where Reason may not follow. 


But somebody says: “Do you mean 
to say to a thinking people that we 
must accept something that has no 
reason about it?” No, but remember 
what Spurgeon said: “There is nothing 
more reasonable than to cease to 
reason about that which is above 
reason.” 

I thank God I worship a God I can 
not understand. If I could understand 
and fathom God, then God would be 
unworthy the adoration of my soul. 
There is enough in His Book for us all 
to understand. God’s truth comes down, 
as it were, like an inverted pyramid 
from the skies. Here, in the heart, is 
enough to understand, I am a sinner; 
Christ is my Saviour; if I accept Him 
I am saved; if I reject Him I am lost. 

I understand more and more as I 
try to live close to Him, and as I try 
to do His will, the tangled skeins are 
straightened. More and more I find the 
burdens removed, the vision broadened, 
the glories of Christ grow wider and 
higher. When He leads us yonder 


beyond the gates of pearl and on the 
streets of gold, when we look into His

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blessed face, He will teach us all the 
mysteries that we could not understand 
in a world that is blinded by sin. 

I come to you to-night, O wandering 
man—thinking man or woman, and tell 
you this; you cannot expect satisfac- 
tion of mind and soul on mere human 
reason. Turn and place yourself in the 
arms of Jesus Christ the Lord, and He 
will make the mystery clear. 

Will You Go To Godless Worldliness? 

“Ah,” but some man says, “that is 
too much religion for me. I do want ww 
do better than I am doing. I will tell 
you what I am going to do; I am going 
to do something to just shut out this 
voice of conscience that is bothering 
me. I am going to plunge into a life of 
worldliness to drown out the small 
voice that is disturbing my soul.” 

I hear another one say, “If I simply 
try to be half-way respectable, if I wry 
to be decent, and love a life of pleasure, 
what then?” Ah, remember, man or 
woman, remember when you lift to your 
lips the intoxicating cup of dissipation, 
that “while pleasure floats on the sur- 
face trere is Janger hiding below.” 

I wonder if there is one here who 
has tried to drown the voice of the 
Spirit of God in the whirl of godless 
dissipation? I shall never forget how 
they took me on my bed and carried 
me to the Noonday Association at 
Woodstock during the latter part of 
my affliction, or rather of the seven 
years I spent on my bed. I can never 
forget when grand old Dr. John G. 
Gibson spoke on the temperance report. 

I lay there before him until it seem- 
ed that the fire fell from his flaming 
tongue and almost set me wild. I can 
hear him now, saying: “One of the sad- 
dest things I have ever seen in the 
world is a man drinking—a man drunk; 
a husband who stood at the marriage 
altar, promising to love and protect— 
now he lies there with not strength 
enough to brush a fly from his bloated 
face. I have seen something sadder 
than that—I have seen a father drunk; 
a father making the footprints in which 
if his children walk, they will walk to 
a drunkard’s grave and a drunkard’s 
hell. I have seen something sadder 
than that—I have seen a son drunk— 
holding the heartstrings of his mother 
in his hands, a son who was_ the 
mother’s crowning hope, on whom she 
expected to lean in her declining age, 
staggering on his mother’s bleeding 
heart, drunk!” 


One Mother’s Guilty Son 
Ah, as he uttered these burning 
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words there was one mother’s son who 
heard him, whose heart almost burst 
within him with remorse and repent- 
ance. That mother’s son remembered 
how, as a boy, he went to town one day 
with one older than himself, as ready 
to teach him wrong, as the boy was 
ready to learn—the foolish idea that a 
boy is not a man until he has been on 
one or two “first-class jags.” 


But that boy went into a_ saloon, 
though he was but sixteen (when the 
law said keep out until twenty-one), 
and took the hand that reaches to you 
now, placed the money on that counter 
and bought the liquor that made him 
drunk. He staggered to his father’s 
country store and his mother came with 
her sweet, blue eyes fiiled with ‘tears, 
and said, “My son, this will break your 
father’s heart if he sees you. Let me 
put you to bed before he comes.” When 
that foolish boy came to himself at last 
he looked that weeping, loving mother 
in the face and said: “Until I die 
neither my mother nor my God shall 
ever see me in that condition again.” 


Are you here, my boy, staggering to- 
ward death and hell, breaking your 
mother’s heart? God help me to help 
you fall on your knees and say, “God 
be merciful to me a sinner’—and to 
find peace in my Saviour’s love. 


Will You Go To Mere Morality? 


Another man says: “i am going to 
reform. Iam not going into worldliness 
or dissipation any longer. I will tell 
you what I mean to do; I am going to 
turn over a new leaf and be a better 
man.” Let me ask you, then, will your 
mere morality be a satisfaction of mind 
and soul concerning God? What about 
it, men and women, if you are here— 
you who have said, “I am doing the 
best I can!” I think that at least one 


person out of every five of those whom 
I have met and asked if they are 
Christians have answered: “Well, I 
don’t do anybody any harm—I do the 
best I can.” 


I asked a man if he were a Chris- 
tian? He said: “I am trying io be.” 
Why, my friend, you might as well try 
to be a horse, a steer, a street-car or 
anything else in the world that ‘you 
cannot be. You do not have to try to 
be your father’s son. Now, if you have 
been born again, you do not have vo 
“try” to be your heavenly Father’s son. 
But, trying to be will not satisfy the 
soul concerning God. Mere morality 
is not enough! 


He said one night after he had taken 
the third degree—you Masons know 
what that means—he walked home be- 
tween midnight and dawn. Frankly, I 
have my private opinion about any 
kind of a lodge that will keep a man 
away from his wife and children until

Lesson for February 10 


Peter Preaches at Pentecost 
Acts 2:22-28; 36-41 








The crucifixion of Jesus, the wicked- 
est act ever committed, was neverthe- 
less a part of God’s eternal plan of re- 
deeming love, but was none the less a 
free act of “lawless men”. 


But Herod could not kill Him, Satan 
could not seduce Him, death could not 
destroy Him, and the grave could not 
hold Him. The same is true of us if 
we are in Him. 


The sermon Peter preached pro- 
duced conviction for sin. The Spirit 
came to them, and through them con- 
vinced the world (Jn. 16:8). 


Having believed, the Spirit through 
Peter, told them to “Repent,” i. e., re- 
nounce all sin and absolutely surren- 
der the will to Jesus as “Lord and 
Christ.” “Be baptized,” the indentifi- 
cation with Christ in His death and 
resurrection. When baptism is pre- 
ceded by real faith and real repentance, 
there will be “remission of sins” and 
the reception of “the gift of the Holy 
Spirit” (v. 38). 


The Holy Spirit is the blood-bought 
birthright of every believer in Jesus 
Christ. If one does not have the gift 
of the Holy Spirit experimentally it is 
either because he does not claim his 
birthright by simple prayer and faith 
(Acts 4:31; 8:15,16), or else because 
he has not really made Jesus Lord and 
Christ by absolute surrender of the 
will to Him. 


The four things in which they con- 
tinued steadfastly are worthy of note. 
(1) “The apostles’ teaching,” no run- 
ning away after every new religious 


fad. (2) “The apostles’ fellowship” 
(Eph. 4:13,16). (3) “In the breaking 
of bread.” They did not neglect regu- 


lar obedience to Jesus’ commandment 
to show His death and to feed upon 
Him in the Lord’s Supper. (4) “In 
prayers.” A prayerless church is a 
dead church, one without power to sus- 
tain its own spiritual life or to cope 
with worldly and evil forces by which 
it is surrounded.

Lesson for February 17 
Peter Preaches Good Citizen- 
ship 
I Pet. 2:11-173 4:1-5 





On this earth the believer is a “so- 
journer,” a “pilgrim”, this is not his 
ome (Phil. 3:20 R.V.). We should 
never forget our pilgrim character. 


Our whole conduct in word and act 
should be of such a character as to stop 
the mouths of the unbelieving who 
would damage Christ by criticizing 
His people. Our conduct should be of 
such a character as to compel the ene- 
mies of Christ to glorify God because 
of our good works. 


The Christian holds all government 


as “ordained of God” and knows that 
the one who resists these divinely or- 
dained rulers is resisting God (Rom. 
13:1-2). He inquires what the law is 
and having found it, obeys it, be it 
good or bad. He does it as a matter of 
nee duty, “FOR THE LORD’S 


The Christian is a bondservant of 
God, i. e., he is a servant who is the 
purchased property of the Master 
whom he serves. Such service is the 
only true “freedom.” 


It “is the will of God” that His ser- 
vants shut the mouths of the “foolish 
men” who know not God, not by assert- 
ing our liberty, but by “doing good.” 
The most convincing of all arguments 


One is a Christian to the extent he 
has the mind of Christ, i. e., Christ’s 
— of feeling and thinking (4: 
1-2). 


“He that hath suffered in the flesh 
hath ceased from sin.” One who has 
suffered in the flesh, i. e., as Christ 
did, rather than sin (3:17), hath ceased 
from sin. The invariable cost of stop- 
ping sinning is to suffer rather than 
sin. A pretty high price. Are you 
willing to pay the price? 

Anyone who has no hankering after 
the things of the world, will be con- 
sidered “very odd.” Today, as then, 
they “speak evil” of the one who sep- 
arates himself from their “riot.” 





Lesson for February 24 


Peter Heals a Lame Man 
Acts 3:1-10; 4:8-12 


V. 1—“Ninth hour’—hour of sacri- 
fice (Ex. 29:39; 1 Kgs. 18:36) and all 
approach to God in prayer must be on 
the ground of shed blood. It was the 
very hour at which Jesus died and op- 
ened up for us a way into the holiest of 
all (Lk. 23:44,46; Heb. 10:19-20). 


V. 6.—His pockets were empty, but 
he was full of power. 


4:8-10—Their being brought before, 
and their treatment by these rulers, 
was an exact literal fulfillment of the 
prediction of Jesus (Matt. 10:17). 


Peter had seen this body together 
once before, when Jesus was tried and 
condemned. Then he was frightened 
and played the coward, but now he is 
calm and fearless. The resurrection of 
Jesus from the dead and his own bap- 
tism with the Spirit, has wrought this 
great change. 


4:8—Jesus’ gracious promise for such 
an emergency as_ this was fulfilled 
(Mt. 10:19-20; cf. Lk. 12:11-12; Acts 
13:8-9). The same promise is for us 
in any emergency of Christian service 
and testimony. 

Peter had already been filled with 
the Spirit at Pentecost (2:4), and will 
be again farther on (v. 31). Therefore 











it is very clear that the filling with 
the Spirit is not something that occurs 
once for all, but needs to be repeated 
with each new emergency of service. 


Peter closes with an appeal (v. 12). 


There is salvation for anyone in that 
name, salvation for no one outside of 
tt. 





Lesson For March 3 
Peter Unmasks Falsehood and 


Hypocrisy 
Acts 5:1-6; 8:18-24 





The record of the early Church up 
to this point in her story is a fair and 
attractive one. But now the Serpent 
again enters Eden. 


V. 1-2—He thought he would imitate 
the act of Barnabas, but without the 
sacrifice, and get the blessing without 
paying the price. 


V. 3-4.—The Holy Spirit guided the 
Apostolic Church, and the attempt to 
deceive the Spirit-guided Church was 
an attempt to deceive the Holy Spirit 
Himself, it was a “lie to the Holy 
Ghost.” In lying to the Holy Ghost, 
Ananias had “not lied unto man, but 
unto God.” Peter makes plain here the 
Deity of the Holy Spirit. He is “God.” 


V. 3—Peter’s question implies that 
while the pian had originated with 
Satan, Ananias was none the less re- 
sponsible in that he had given place to 
Satan and permitted him to fill his 
heart. Satan cannot fill our hearts 
without our consent. 


The fact that the sin originated with 
Satan did not lessen the guilt of Ana- 
nias, but aggravated it. He had en- 
tered into partnership with the devil, 
and that is what every liar is doing, 
every teacher of error instead of the 
truth of God (1 Jn. 2:22). 


In 4:31, we see the true disciples 
Spirit-filled, but here we see Ananias 
Devil-filled. The heart that is open to 
the Holy Spirit He will fill; the heart 
that is open to Satan, he will fill. 


8:18-24—-With Simon Magus, in our 
own day, must be classed all who desire 
the office but not the grace, who have 
in view, not the service of Christ, but 
personal aggrandizement, not holiness 
or a lofty spiritual experience, but per- 
sonal prestige. 

The great gifts of the Spirit, which 
he fain would have bought with money, 
are not purchasable, even with much 
fine gold. As with all God’s great and 
precious gifts, they are BESTOWED 
by the Giver of every good and perfect 
endowment.
